WAR REFUGEES 

Lord Marley Addresses People's 
Foriiiii

Believes That New Industries 
Could Be Created by 
Refugees

Lord Marley rcgroltod the prcs- 
er.t î.;uiation in world aff.iirs which 
made it necessary for him to speak 
to the citiîKis of Montreal on Uie 
Rciagcf P.-obleni. He ouUinod the 
world refugee problem from its in- 
ception at the time of the Russian 
Re\'olution, down to the present 
day, and detailed the work done in 
aiding refugees. The speaker drew 
a striking picture of the deplorable 
condi;icins of refugees in the various 
countries of Europe today. He 
pointed out that refugees were tr 
riving in England at the rate of 
1400 a week, the majority to await 
re-emigration elsewhere for per- 
=-.£ner.t settlement. Meanwhile they 
were a pressing problem tq the 
British Government. 

Advocates Training Schools. 

Lord Marley showed how the 
training of refugees was of great 
assistance in solving the question 
of re>settlement ot the homeless 
lîraining schools were established 
in various European countries for 
those desiring to emigrate and 
many of these have now settled in 
England, and are rendering valu- 
able service in munitions and other 
factories. The speaker advocated 
the establishment of extensive 
schools in England to mould re 
fugees awaiting . re-emigration into 
desirable and useful citizens of the 
country that finally adopts them, 
Many refugees do not require this 
training but are already masters 
of some trade or industry which 
could be successfully established 
in various countries without de- 
ranging their present industrial

Question of Neutrality or 
Participation of United 
States Discussed 



Kingston, Ont., November 27.— 
A. touring McGill University debat- 
ing team, tonight defeated Queen's 
University in .a hard fought battle 
on the resolution "that the interests 
of Democracy can be best served 
by United States neutrality rather 
than by active participation." 

The Queen's teams, comprised of 
John McLeod and Mildred Dough- 
erty upheld the resolution, while 
the negative was taken by the M'- 
Glll team of Alex Stalker and 
Lloyd Henderson. 

John McLeod, first Queen's 
speaker, contended that by remain- 
ing neutral, the United States 
could best preserve internal demo- 
cracy and influence the peace 
settlement In a democratic way. 
Further the economic system which 
makes democracy work could thus 
be best preserved. 

Alex Stalker of McGill said that 
only by the powerful exercise c'. 
force could the Nazi regime be 
supprcsied, and democracy pre- 
vail, "Democracy tlirives on free- 
dom, and the greatest freedom can 
be obtained by quickly crushing 
all influences against it." 

If the democracies work togeth- 
er, he expliiiiied, peai:e will come 
sooner and ail will be less hurt.
